I,  TOMITA,  Kenji,  do  ewoar  on  my  conscience  tha<  the  following 
le  true. 

I  was  chief  Secretary  of  tho  Third  XC'JOYE  Cabinet.  In  thia 
capacity  I  attended  all  cabinet  meetings,  regular  and  extraordinary 
I,  therefore,  heard  all  matters  that  were  discussed  at  these 
cabinet  meetings  by  tho  various  members  j£  the  cabinot.  I  remember 
quite  well  that  in  October  1941  a  crisis  developed  in  the  cabinet 
over  the  Japaneao-Anerican  peace  nogotlevionB.  The  American  Govern¬ 
ment,  through  the  Secretary  of  State  Cordoli  Hull,  had  made  certain 
demands  on  the  Japanese  Government.  The  Frlno  Minister  Prince 
KONOYE  and  the  rest  of  the  cabinet,  with  the  exception  of  the  War 
Minister,  TOJO,  Hidoki  wiehed  to  accede  to  these  demands  of  the 
American  Govornmont  in  order  to  better  Japaiieso-American  relations 
and  presorve  peace  in  tho  Pacific.  Tho  aforesaid  General  TOJO 
refused  to  be  a  party  to  thie  policy,  particularly  refusing  to 
withdraw  Japaneso  troops  froQ  China.  Tht  at  ore? aid  War  Minister, 
General  TOJO,  was  supported  in  this  stand  by  General  SUGIYAMA, 
Hajime,  Chief  of  tho  Army  Gonoral  Staff;  General  YAMAHA,  Otoso, 
Inspoctor  General  of  Military  Education;  General  MLiTO,  Akira,  Chief 
of  the  Military  Affairs  Bureau  and  the  Vico  Mint t tor  of  War, 

General  KIKURA,  Heitaro.  The  aforesaid  War  Haiti  star  General  TOJO 
threatened  to  resign  from  the  cabinot  over  the  aforesaid  policy 
thereby  forcing  Premier  Princo  KONOYE  to  resign  with  the  rest  of 
his  cabinet  on  October  16,  1941.
